Reported Confederate Victory Near 'omerset— 
Zollic oti'i-r Advancing Towards Stanford, Lin- 
coln County. 

We understand that information was re- 
ceived in our city on Saturday morning, that 
ZolHcoS'cr had, with a considerable force, at- 
tacked the Federal forces stationed near Som- 
erset, in Pulaski county, driven them hack 
with serious loss, taken possession of Somer- 
set, and was, at the latest dates, marching on 
Stanford. ~\\e have also hoard that a letter 
was received Saturday night, through a spe- 
cial messenger, by the member from Lincoln, 
fully continuing the above. 



Secretary Chase's Views upon the Slavery Ques- 
tion. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has just is- 
sued the following general regulations rela- 
tive to securing and disposing of tho proper- 
ty found and brought within the territory 
now or hereafter occupied by the United 
States forces in the disloyal States: 

Treasury Department, \ 
■Washington, Nov. 30, 1801. J 

In order to the security and proper dispo- 
sition of the productions of the soil, and all 
other property found within tho lines of 
States, or parts ofStates, declared to be in in- 
surrection against the United States, and now 
occupied or to bo hereafter occupied by the 
troops and authority of the Union, tho fol- 
lowing regulations are established : 

There shall be appointed by the Secretary 
of tho Treasury, with the approbation of the 
President, agents, to reside at such ports or 
places as are or may be occupied by the forces 
of the United States, whose duty it shall be 
to receive and prepare for market, the cotton 
and such other product* and property as may 
be found or brought within the lines of the 
army, or under the control of the Federal au- 
thorities. 

To enable such agents to fulfill the duties 
devolved upon them, the military and 
naval expeditions, under proper instruc- 
tions, will render such military aid and pro- 
tection as may be required to carry out the 
intentions of this Department. Persons held 
to service for life under State laws, who may 
be found within such limits, may be employ- 
ed by the agent, who will prepare lists of the 
names, sex, and condition of such persons, 
and as near as may be, their respective ages, 
together with the names of any persons 
claiming their services, which last shall be in 
triplicate — one for the military commandant, 
one for the agent, and one to be immediately 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The persons so listed will bo organized for 
systematized labor in securing and preparing 
for the market tho cotton, rice, and other pro- 
ducts found within the territory brought un- 
der Federal control. Pay rolls will be pre- 
pared, and a strict account of tho labor daily 
performed by such entered thereon, for which 
a proper compensation shall be allowed and 
paid to the laborers. The amount of such 
compensation will bo fixed in proportion to 
the service rendered by tho agents, and ap- 
proved by the military commandant and the 
Secretary of the Treasury, 

An inventory of all horses, mules, and 
other stock, vehicles for transportation, and 
other property, will be carefully made, and a 
copy transmitted to tho Secretary of the 
Treasury, signed by such agent. A record 
of all products taken possession of will be 
made, and those of each plantation k«pl dis- 
tinct. 

When prepared for shipment, packages 
from the several plantations will be plainly 
marked and numbered, so as to be easily dis- 
tinguished. An account of all provisions, of 
whatsoover character, found on such planta- 
tions, will be taken, and such provisions will 
be used, as far as may be necessary, for the 
sustenance of the laborers thereon. Any de- 
ficiency of subsistence will be supplied by 
tho United States Commissary, upon the re- 
quisition of the agent, to whom they will be 
charged, and for which he will account. Cot- 
ton and other articles, when prepared for 
market, shall bo shipped for New York; and, 
so far as practicable, by tho returning Gov- 
ernment transports, and all shipments shall 
bo consigned to the designated agents at New 
York, unless otherwise specially directed by 
tho Secretary of tho Treasury, and carefully 
detailed accounts will be kept by the agent 
of all supplies furnished by the Government, 
and of all expenditures made. 

Each agent will transmit a -weekly ac- 
count of his proceedings to tho Secretary 
of the Treasury, and render his account in 
duplicate for monthly settlement. All re- 
quisitions, bills of lading, and invoices 
will bo countersigned by the military com- 
mander, or by such ofBcer as he may de- 
signate for the purpose. Each agent will so 
transact his business and keep his account 
that as little injury as possible may accrue to 
privato citizens who may maintain, or mny 
within a reasonable time resume, tho charac- 
actet of loval citizens of tho United States. 



How Cameron's Report was Modified 
by the President. — It is said that tho mod- 
ification made by the President commencedat 
the words — 

"It has becomo a grave question for deter- 
mination what shall be done with the slaves.'' 

All after that was erased, and the subjoined 
passage substituted : 

It is already a grave question what shall bo 
done by the slaves who aro nhandoned by 
their owners on the advance of our troops in- 
to Southern territory, as at Beaufort Districts 
in South Carolina. The number left within 
our control at that point is very considerable, 
and similar cases will probably occur. What 
shall be done with them? Can we afford to 
fend them forward to their masters, to be by 
them armed against us, or used in introducing 
supplies to maintain tho rebellion ? Their 
labor may be useful to us; withheld from the 
enemy, it lessens his military resources, and 
withholding them has no tendency to induce 
the horrors of insurrection even in the rebel 
communities. They constitute a military re- 
source, and, being such, that they should not 
be turned over to tho enemy is too plain to 
discuss. Why deprivo him of his supplies by 
a blockade, and voluntarily give him men to 
produce supplies? Tho disposition to be made 
of the slavos of rebels after the close of tho 
war can be safely left to the wisdom and pa- 
triotism of Congress. The representatives of 
the people will, unquestionably, secure to the 
loyal slaveholders every right to which they 
are entitled under the Constitution of the 
country.

The Policy of tho Government in Selation to 
Slavery. 

Tho Washington correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, ono of the ablest and most en- 
terprising of the Republican journals of the 
country, states that nearly all the members 
of Congress who have arrived there, are 
dissatisfied with tho way the war has been 
carried on. lie then ventures the following 
assertion: 

"I am of the opinion that Congress will 
direct the President, as Commander-in-Chief 
of tho army and navy, to wipe out slavery 
utterly in every State which claims to have 
seceded. Whether tho act be called confisca- 
tion or emancipation, makes no practical dif- 
ference. The more radical and earnest mem- 
bers of both Houses agree that it must bo 
done, because — 

" 1. It is right. 

" 2. It is expedient. 

" 3. It is necessary. " 

He insists that " only a few hide-bound of- 
ficers of the regular army, and Mr. Secretary 
Smith, pretend to say that it is not necessary. " 
The correspondent insists that we have more 
troops than we know what to do with. He 
says : 

"It docs seem that anything which we can 
hope to accomplish in the mere way of carn- 
age can as well be done with our present force 
as with one five times as large. The Beaufort 
expedition has resulted in nothing thus far 
but the addition of glory to an already glori- 
ous navy. Affairs arc at a dead lock in 
Western Virginia; ditto Kentucky; ditto 
Missouri. But these are not the worst evils. 
The money question is getting to be one of 
alarming importance. The daily expenses of 
the War and Navy Departments are nearer 
two million dollars than one million. The 
country can stand that little bill, awhilo, but 
not forever — not for the time that it will take 
to put d<vwn the rebellion and preserve slave- 
ry. Then the patience of tho country, con- 
stantly worn upon by the burdens of war and 
the derangement of commerce, tried by de- 
ferred hopes, and sorely exercised by diasters 
on tho field — even this will breakdown before 
a way is discovered to overthrow Jeff. Davis 
and preserve the institution in behalf of 
which he has avowedly initiated the war. For- 
eign powers, too, may be excused if they do 
not see any present prospect of a re-establish- 
ment of the Government in part of the seced- 
ed States. All Europe will recognize Jeff. 
Davis' Government before our Generals de- 
velop that kind of strategy which will enable 
them to conquer the rebelsand save intact the 
cause of the rebellion. "

In rclution to Captain Wilkes, the Secretary- 
says : 

'■ The prompt and decisive action of Capt. 
Wilkes on this occasion merited .ind received 
the emphatic approval of the Department, 
and if a too generous forbearance was exhibit- 
ed by him in not capturing tho vessel which 
had these rebel enemies on board, it may, in 
viaw of the special circumstances and of its 
patriotic motives, bo excused; but it must by 
no means be permitted to constitute a prece- 
dent hereafter, for the treatment of any case 
of similar infraction of neutral obligations by 
forvign vessels engaged in commerce or the 
carrying trade. ' 

Hero is what ho says on the negro ques- 
tion : 

employment of fugitives. 
"In the coastwise and blockading duties of 
tho navy jt has been not unfrequent that fu- 
gitives from insuriectionary places have sought 
our ships for refuge and protection, and our 
naval commanders have applied to mo for in- 
struction as to the proper disposition which 
should be made of such refugees. My answer 
has been that, if insurgents, they should be 
handed overtothecustody of tho Government; 
but if, on tho contrary, they were free from 
any voluntary participation in the rebellion, 
and sought tho shelter and protection of our 
flag, then they should be cared for and em- 
ployed in some useful manner, and might be 
enlisted to serve on our public vessels or in 
our navy-yards, receiving wages for their 
labor. If such employment could not lie fur- 
nished to all by tho navy, they might be re- 
ferred to tho army, and if no employment 
coaUt be found, for them in the public service, 
they should be allowed to proceed freely and 
peaceably, without restraint, to seek a liveli- 
hood many loyal portion of the country. This 
I have considered to be the whole required 
duty, in the premises, of our naval officers." 

The Blockade of Washington-. — The 
Washington Correspondent of tho Western 
Christian Advocate, after stating that that 
city was blockaded by the rebel batteries o!i 
the Potomac, and that "army supplies are be- 
ing hauled to Washington in old-fashioned 
road-wagons, the single railroad from the 
North being inadequate to the shipment of 
what is needed," asks tho following question, 
which is more easily asked than answered: 

''Why the Government allowed tho Poto- 
mac blockaded, and Washington cut off from 
communication with tho sea, is to me a mys- 
tery. That it could have been prevented is 
not denied. That the (iovernment is severely 
embarrassed and the whole country suffering 
from the blockade of the Potomac, is obvious. 
Why. then, was it permitted? We are told 
that it may be a part of a great strategicplan. 
It may be, but if so, it is as yet as impenetra- 
ble as mud.'' 



Buncombe. — Some kind feeling individual 
has introduced and passed through the House 
of Representatives, a resolution directing the 
issue of an extra blanket to each soldier in the 
service of the State. Each man now has 
about thirty-five pounds to carry, and the ex- 
tra blanket would increase it to forty-three 
and a half pounds. Transportation has been 
entailed from fifteen to twelve wagons 
to the regiment. The Government should 
lighten, and not increase, the burden of tho 
soldier. This paragraph has been suggested 
by an old soldier now in tho field.

What to do with Them.

The power does 
not exist in the Federal Government, but if 
it did, and if the abolitionists held the exercise 
of it, what would they do with tho four mil- 
lions of emancipated negroes? That is the 
question. They would have to do something 
with them, for the negroes would not know 
what to do with themselves. They could not 
live in the South, and they would not be per- 
mitted to live in the North. They would 
swarm the country like locusts, and eventually, 
and at nodistant day, the whites, impelled by 
tho first law of nature, would be compelled 
to expel them altogether. — Chicago Times. 

Was there ever moro "crazy ' trash uttered 
in the same number of words.' The right to 
confiscate the slaves of rebels exists as clearly 
in tho Federal Government as tho right to 
confiscate their mules, cotton or arms. There 
is as much power to deprive a rebel of his 
slave as to take from him anything else which 
bo esteems as property. The war power of 
the Government is as comprehensive as the 
law of self preservation. Whatever thing 
the rebels derive most aid from should bo first 
seized, and as slaves contribute moro to sup- 
port the rebellion than anything else the 
rebels possess, military necessity demands that 
thoy more particularly should be confiscated. 
The Government can own no slaves. If they 
be held in durance it can only be as prisoners, 
who may be liberated on parole, or absolutely 
upon their taking the oath of allogiance. 

But tbo Times "speaks not of the power, 
but of the act of emancipation,'' and inquires 
"what would the Abolitionists do with the 
four millions of emancipated negroes?" It 
proceeds to debar an answer by declaring that 
"they could not live in the South, and they 
would not be permitted to live in the North. 

Pray, w hy could they not live in the South? 
Of all countries, that is exactly the place for 
them. They were born and raised there. 
They hnvo cultivated its soil for generations. 
They constitute the working class of the 
South. Their labor and skill are essential to 
its prosperity. They produce its wealth, they 
support not only themselves, but some mil- 
lions of idle whites. The South cannot do 
without them. If the North wanted them, 
the South could not spare them. Tho idea of 
banishing the four millions of negroes from 
tho South is foolish and wicked. As well 
talk of driving away four millions of North- 
ern farmers, for the blacks aro the farmers of 
the South. 

But Secretary Chase answers fhe question 
of the Times: What shall be done with them 
after they aro emancipated? Set them at 
work raising cotton, rice, sugar, and tobacco, 
on tho confiscated plantations of tho rebels 
who have forfeited their estates. Pay them 
fair and just wages for their labor, and the 
problem is solved. The blacks would bo glad 
to gain their freedom on these equitable 
terms, and would go to their daily toil with 
lightsome hearts and willing hands. The 
overseer would have no more use for his whip, 
his branding-irons, or his blood-hounds. 

Thousands of enterprising Northern men 
would flock South to purci.aso the sequestered 
estates, and offer employment to the freed 
blacks. The Southerners themselves would 
gladly biro them. And if there were eight, 
instead of four millions of negroes, they could 
find steadj' work at reasonable wages.

By the 4th section of the act of Congress, J 
approved August Gth, lSUl, entitled An act I 
to confiscate property used for insurrectionary I 
purposes, such employment is made a full and 
sufficient answer to any further claims to 
service or labor. Persons thus employed, and I 
escaping, are received into a military protec- 
tion of the United States, and their arrests as 
fugitives from labor or service should be im- 
mediately followed by military arrest of the , 
parties making the seizure. 

Copies of this communication will be sent j 
to the Mayor of tbo city of Washington and ' 
to the Marshal of the District of Columbia, . 
that any collision between the military and j 
civic authority may bo avoided.

IN SENATE. 
Saturday, Dec. 7th, 18G1.

Mr. PRALL was added to the Congres- 
'fcnnl Apportionment Committee, 

Mr. SPEED presented a petition from the 
Volunteers' Family Relief Association, pray- 
ing that the General Assembly aid in provid- 
ing for the families of the absent volunteers. 
Ordered to be printed and referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill, entitled " An act 
to change the boundary lines of Allen and 
Barren counties, " was laid on the table.

Passed. 

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. GROVE R offered the following joint 
resolutions : 

Whkkhas, In the war now so unhappily 
waged between tile Federal and Confederate 
States, a great number of prisoners have been 
taken by either belligerent, bv the casualities 
of war, and are now confined iu forts, jails, 
and prisons ; therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
Federal Government is hereby earnestly in- 
voked to adopt prompt measures lor an im- 
mediate exchange of prisoners with the Con- 
federate States, upon such terms as humanity, 
.atiee, and tho rules of civilized war shall 
(iictfttc. 

2. That tho Governor of this Common- 
wealth be requested to communicate a copy 
of the foregoing preamble and resolution to 
the President of the United States, and to 
each of our Senators und Representatives in 
Congress.

[The 
bill releases the inhabitants of the city from 
tho payment of tho county levy, restoring 
them to the bonelit of the general law which 
exempts such cities of the Stateas take care of 
the poor, and keep the streets and alleysolean.]

Mr. ALEXANDER moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to ask the House to send 
baok the bill concerning Major Pirtle. Adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. ALEXANDER offered a joint resolu- 
tion : That hereafter the Public Printer be 
allowed to print only 2,000 copies of the 
Auditor's report.

The whole matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved to reconsider 
tho vote by which the act, entitled " An act 
to amend an act, entitled an act supplemental 
to an acjt to raise volunteers to repel the in- 
vasion of the State, and for other purposes, " 
was passed.

REPORT OF THE MILITARY BOARD, &C. 

SPEAKER laid before the House 
tho following report of the Military Board, 
which was ordered to be printed, and 
referred to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs : 

To His Excellency, Governor Magoffin: 

Sir: I am directed by tho Military Board 
to say to you that they regret their inability 
at. present to make a detailed report of their 
operations. Since the re-organization of the 
Board in September last, they have been in- 
cessantly engaged with the valuable assist- 
ance of Adjutant General, John W. Finnell, 
and Quartermaster General, W. A. Dudley, 
in recruiting volunteers, and in providing 
their clothing and subsistence. 

Their efforts have met with unexpected suc- 
cess. The total number of enlisted men, as 
appears from tho returns made to the Adju- 
tant General to the 30th of this month, is 
18,812* 

And this is in addition to the several com- 
pleted regiments prior to their operations. 
The number of gentlemen authorized to raise 
regiments in the Statu was so great as mate- 
rially to retard the completion of any of them ; 
and the Board deemed it due to the public in- 
terests to order a consolidation of all incom- 
plete regiments on the 10th of November. 

As was to be expected, very great difficul- 
ties have been encountered in carrying out 
this order. 

Wherever tho necessary arrangements 
could be made by the agreement of the of- 
ficers and men, they have met the hearty con- 
currence of the Board. Where this could 
not be done, the Board have themselves made 
consolidation in the way thought most bene- 
ficial to the public, endeavoring always to 
avoid the commission of injustice to the par- 
ties affected. Undoubtedly there have been 
cases of individual hardship. Gentlemen 
have given their time, and means to recruit- 
ing, who have been deprived of their com- 
mands. Tho cheerfulness with which these 
gallant men have, in most cases, submitted 
to their sore disappointments, has exhibited 
Potion to the public good deserving the 
lighest praise. But it could not bo expected 
that the State should continue to subsist 
large numbers of men, for an indefinite po-

The Board expects additional advances 
from all of the banks named, except the Bank 
of Louisville, which declined a call upon her 
for an additional sum. 

A large amount, in the aggregate, remains 
in the bands df numerous disbursing agepts for 
tho scattered regiments in process of forma- 
tion, for which, in many cases, vouchers havo 
not been returned. 

From an apprehension that the officers of 
the Tinted States army would not be able to 
furnish clothing for the troops of the State as 
rapidly as it would be needed, the Quarter- 
master General has, tinder the instructions of 
the Board, contracted for seventeen thousand 
suits of uniform clothing, and twenty thou- 
sand great coats. They are now being rapid- 
ly supplied, and are of superior quality; and 
it is believed that tho soldiers of the State 
will be comfortable. 

In addition to troops recruited since th« 
commencement of the operations of this 
Board, thero were already in service several 
regiments of volunteers. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral has taken the necessary steps to secure 
perfect rolls of these regiments, that they may 
be preserved in the proper office. 

The alacrity with which the bravo sons of 
our beloved Commonwealth have rallied to 
her defense, and that of our common country, 
must be truly gratifying to cverv loyal and 
patriotic heart. J. B. TEMPLE,

Mr. CON KLIN — Claims — A bill for tho 
benefit of Geo. Heiskell, of Grayson county. 
Passed. 

Also — A bill for the benefit of Isaac N. 
Greathouse. Passed. 

Mr. TAYLOR— Ways and Means— A bill 
for the benefit of W. S. D. Mcgowan. 
Passed. 

Also — A bill for tho benefit of James A. 
Moore, late sheriff of Pendleton county. — 
Passed. 

Mr. YEA MAN — Internal Improvement 
— A bill abolishing the office of President of 
the Board of Internal Improvement. 

Various amendments were offered, and the 
bill and amendments referred. 

Mr. BURN AM — Education — A bill for the 
benefit of school district No. l,in Clay countv. 
Passed. 

Mi. UNDERWOOD— Military Affairs— A 
resolution to provide for electing officers for 
the recruits now in command of Cols. Bayles 
und Worley. 

After a lengthy and animated discussion, 
during which various amendments were pre- 
sented and withdrawn, the following proposi- 
tion, presented by Mr. J. B. COCHRAN, was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That Capts. Wilson and Bate- 
man's companies, bo added to Col. Bayles, 
eight companies, and that the regiment of 
Col. Bayles thus be organized, and the Mili- 
tary Board is hereby authorized and directed 
to order an election, and commission such offi- 
cers as mav be elected. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD then mado a report 
in relation to the arrests of Messrs. Kingston 
and others, of Anderson county, which reads 
its follows : 

The Committee on Military Affairs have, 
according to order, had under consideration 
the resolution offered by Mr. Ash, of Ander- 
son, and now report that it appeared, from 
the testimony submitted, that Francis Kings- 
ton, John Mizenor, and John Smith, were for- 
cibly seized, in the county of Anderson, by 
Captain Russell and about forty men under 
his command, well armed, and taken from 
said county as prisoners, said Russell being 
an officer in the regiment of Col. E. Dudley. 
It appeared from the proof that a dispute had 
taken place between Kingston and a soldior 

in Col. Dudley's regiment, named Ncaly, 

which resulted in blows, Kingston knocking 
Nealy down, and beating him severely. The 
quarrel grew out of slanderous language 
which Nealy had used to the wife of Kings- 
ton, she being tho sister of the wife of Nealy. 
There was nothing of a political character in 
the quarrel. Nealy, from the testimony, is a 
man of intemperate habits and very bad 
character, and the committee are apprehon- 
svie that the officers of his regiment have 
been imposed upon by misrepresentations. 
It did not appear that Mizenor and Smith took 
any part in the beating which Nealy received. 
At the time the prisoners were arrested and 
taken off, tho civil authorities of Anderson 
county had instituted proceedings against 
Kingston, with a view to his punishment for 
the assault and battery committed upon 
Nealy. To tho civil authority should have 
been left the disposition of the whole cafe, in 
the opinion of your committee. The seizure 
of the parties, or any of them, by a military 
force, unless done when called on to aid the 
civil authority, is altogether Illegal. It is a 
wrong for which the existing laws furnish 
adequate redress, provided they can be en- 
forced. The chairman of your committee has 
been directed to write to those who are sup- 
posed to have control of tho prisoners, and to 
request their restoration to their homes. It is 
believed that the arrests were made without 
warrant issued from proper authority, setting 
forth cause for the arrest, and verified by oath 
or affirmation, as tho Constitution requires. 
Such practices, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, deserve the severest condemnation. 
The committee do not perceive that any ad- 
ditional legislation is necessary, and therefore 
ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the subject. 

Mr. GARDNER offered the following res- 
olutions, which were referred, under the rule : 

When Cataline was called upon by his ac- 
complices to arm the slaves of Rome, that 
were daily flocking to him in great numbers, 
and he would succeed in overthrowing that 
mighty Republic; and Napoleon, the man of 



unbounded thought, when told to arm the 
serfs of Russia and ho could subdue that Em- 
pire, they both refused; the first with the ex- 
pression "that it would be bad policy to 
appear to blend the cause of freemen with 
that of fugitive slaves," and the other by 
proclaiming tho emancipation of the slaves 
said, ' humanity would shudder at the idea of 
placing arms in the hands of those unfit to be 
trusted with the liberty they desire;" and 

Whereas, It has been advocated by certain 
officers of tho United States army, and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet of the present Adminis- 
tration, and newspapers of the free States, 
the arming of slaves against their masters in 
what is now known as the Confederate States : 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this House is of the opinion 
that the arming of slaves against their mas- 
ters would be contrary to all rules of civilized 
warfare, inhuman and barbarus, and would 
receive the just condemnation of the civilized 
world. 

Mr. V. B. YOUNG, from the Committee 
on the Library, reported a bill to enable the 
Secretary of State to distribute the public 
books and documents. Passed. 

Mr. HUSTON moved the following resolu- 
tions, which were ordered to be printed and 
referred to the Committee on Federal Rela- 
tions : 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the exist- 
ing civil war, forced upon the National Gov- 
ernment without cause by the disunionists, 
should not be waged upon the part of the Gov- 
ernment in any " spirit of oppression, or for 
any purpose of conquest or subjugation, or 
purpose of overthrowing or interfering with 
the rights or established institutions of any of 
tho States, free or slave, but to defend and 
mai n tain tho supremacy of the Constitution 
and to preserve the Union with all the digni- 
ty, equality, and rights of the several States 
UBimpared ; and that as soon as these objects 
arc accomplished, the war ought to cease. " 

2. That in the adoption of tho foregoing 
resolution by tho National Congress, with 
unprecedented unanimity, at its late session, 
a rule of action was prescribed to tho Govern- 
ment from which it cannot depart without a 
disregard of the plighted faith of the National 
Legislature, which we would be slow to be- 
lieve can be seriously entertained. Against 
any such departure we solemnly protest. 

3. That the purposes expressed in said reso- 
lution it the great end demanded, and that 
which inspires Kentucky with patriotic ardor 
to seek their achievement with all her loyal 
energies and means, in the confident hope of 
success, and belie/ that the country sand, in 
our triumph, to U9 and to posterity, will still 
be glorious in the freedom of its people, in 
the unity of Its government and the security 
of society, and worth infinitely more than it 
cost to save it. 

4. That we havo learned with amazement 
that the authorities of tho Confederate States 
have armed negroes and Indians to wage war 
upon our Government and people, and utter- 
ly condemn it, and that we would deplore and 
protest again.-t our National Government 
following their example and arming slaves to 
bo used as soldiers to fight in the existing 
war, and we cannot believe that the National 
Executive entertains any such purpose. 

5. That we deem slavery a State institution, 
and we catrnot agree that tho National Gov- 
ernment, to which we aro and intend to be 
loyal, shall undertake the emancipation of 
slaves against the will of slaveholding States. 
Against such a course we remonstrate. 

6. That a copy of the foregoing resolutions 
be forwarded by tho Governor to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and to ourSenators 
and Representatives in Congress, to be laid 
before that body. 

Also reported a bill in relation to the pub- 
lic binder. 

Ordered that the bill be printed and placed 
in the orders of the day. 

Mr. YEAMAN offered tho following reso- 
lutions, which were ordered to be printed and 
referred to tho Committee on Federal Rela- 
tions : 

1. Resolved by tht General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, in resisting and 
suprcssing the rebellion, need not and ought 
not to interfere with the property rights of 
loyal citizens or those not aiding the rebel- 
lion. 

2. That in the disposition of any property 
legally confiscated to the use of the Govern* 
ment, tho object should bo to punish treason 
and suppress the rebellion ; and no such 
property should be confiscated, used, or dis- 
posed of so as, by the action of the Govern- 
ment, to alter permanently the legal or politi- 
cal status of slaves. 

3. That the causes for which property may 
bo confiscated, the kinds that may be, and the 
term for which it may be, are questions of 
judicial cognizance, which we leave for the 
courts to determine. 

4. That while we are willing to meet in a 
spirit of conciliation those who are willing to 
be reasoned with, we do now affirm that we 
have no compromises or terms to offer to 
those who, in advance, reject all terms com- 
patible with the authority and existence of 
the Government, and especially none to those 
of Kentucky who, iu their public proceedings, 
have " bid defiance" to both the Federal and 
State Governments. They must either sub- 
mit unconditionally to the Constitution and 
laws of tho United States, or conquer the Gov- 
ernment ; therefore, the first thing to be done 
is to try which is the stronger, the rebellion 
or the Government. 

5. That the people of Kentucky will con- 
tinue to determine their conduct towards the 
Federal Government by their own relations 
with that Government; that they will ad- 
dress thomselves to their own grievances 
when any arise, and not to the grievances, 
supposed or real, of their enemies ; that they 
will not make the complaints of those who 
begun the rebellion, without justification, a 
causo for revolutionizing their own Govern- 
ment or their connection with tho Federal 
Government; and that whatever sympathy 
they once may have had with the people of 
the seceded States, Kentucky will not make 
common cause with those who are using all 
their power to subjugate her people and make 
a conquest of her territory. 

6. That the Government of the United 
States would violate every principle of right 
and humanity, and be mado infamous in tho 
judgment of the civilized world, by putting 
arms in the hands of slaves; therefore, we do 
not for a moment believe it will invoke the as- 
sistance of such allies. If tho Government 
cannot support and defend itself without their 
assistance, it had better surrender the struggle 
now. 

7. That copies of these resolutions bo sent 
to the President and our Representatives in 
Congress. 

Mr. CURTIS reported a bill for tho benefit 
of the jailer of Estill county. Passed. 

A bill authorizing the holding of a special 
election in Pendleton county. Passed. 

Mr. SPARKS offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the committee, 
under the rule: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth oj Kentucky, That any mem- 
ber of this House hereafter ottering resoln- 
• tions for the independence or recognition of 
tho so-called confederated States, or offering 
resolutions, memorials, or papers for a dis- 
union of tho Government of the United 
States, that it shall be good cause for expell- 
ing such members from this House forth- 
with. 

Mr. HARNEY moved thefollowing resolu- 
tions, which were ordered to be printed and 
referred : 

1. Resolved, That the General Assembly 
repeat the sentiment of Kentucky in 1833, 
that Kentucky has a deep interest in the per- 
petuity of tho Union, and an undoubted right 



to preserve it ; and that it is a duty our peo- 
ple owe to themselves to aid the Government 
in the execution of its laws. 

2. That the preservation of tho Constitu- 
tion, and the execution of the laws made in 
pursuance thereof, are the objects of this war, 
and no means should be used subversive of 
either. 

3. That whilst we hold property, of any 
description, used in the rebellion, may bo law- 
fully seized by the Government, the confisca- 
tion of private property is unwarranted by 
the rules of civilized warfare. ' 

4. That whilst wo admit any policy de- 
manded by the necessities of war" we hold it 
limited by these necessities, both in its extent 
and duration. 

6. That the permanent emancipation of 
slaves in a Slate is not in the constitutional 
power of the Federal Government. 

6. That when military necessities cease, 
those of the African race residing in a State, 
are at the disposal of the State, and under 
the operation of its laws. 

7. That this Government was made by 
white men for white men, and that the em- 
ployment of African slaves to preserve it is 
unworthy of the age ; and the suggestion of it 
betrays weakness and desperation, and fol- 
lows the mean example of the rebels, which is 
to be shunned, not imitated. 

8. That the military of the United Statos 
are neither bound nor authorized to execute 
State laws ; and that when they occupy a 
State, or any part thereof, and tho civil 
authorities abandon their functions, persons 
held to service in tho State under the laws 
thereof are temporarily at liberty, and may 
be rightfully used by the military in manual 
labor, for wages or otherwise. 

9. That there aro intrinsic difficulties on 
this subject which render iteasier to find fault 
with any management proposed than to sug- 
gest any thing better; and whilst loyal men 
have a right to require an adherence to the 
Constitution, it is sheer impertinence in rebels 
to demand rights from a Government they 
are trying to destroy. 

10. That we havo a firm faith in a majority 
of the people of tho United States ; and we 
believe that whilst during this unnatural re- 
bellion, great damage may be done to proper- 
ty in slaves — the greater, the longer it is con- 
tinued — yet, in a peaceable adjustment at 
last a remedy will be found for calamities un- 
avoidable in the fortunes of war. 

11. That whilst wrongs may be done by the 
errors of the Administration, a dissolution of 
the Union is a remedy for none of them ; but 
an aggravation of them all ; we, therefore, 
adhere to tho advice of Washington, to dis- 
countenance even the suggestion that tho 
Union can, in any event, be abandoned. 

Mr. WOLFE offered the following resolu- 
tions, which were orderee to bo printed and 
referred : 

Wheseas, The people of Kentucky, on every 
occasion offered at the polls, have evinced their 
loyal devotion to the Union, as it was founded by 
our fathers, and by their Legislature have de- 
plored the acts of rebellion on the part of a por- 
tion of the States, and would now act as a medi- 
ator in the spirit so solemnly declared on former 
occasions, that a period may be put to the civil 
war and peace restored by the guarantee of every 
right of person and property, and by the enforce- 
ment of the constitution in its proper and har- 
monious spirit ; therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That slavery having 
been solemnly guaranteed under the constitution, 
Kentucky looks to that constitution as its surest 
protection, and belieTes that there is no security 
for its preservation outside of that consititution, 
which so wisely compromised all the antagonistic 
interests of the various sections of the Union, 
and reduced them to a harmonious and happy 
system, reciprocally depending on the fidelity 
which animated the sections in carrying out all 
such such compromises and giving assurance of 
protection to every right of property. 

Resolved, That we regard the action of the 
present Federal Admini-tr.i^llr* the action of 
Congress in its legislation, under the act of 
August 6, lc6l ; the instruction of President 
Lincoln to the heads of the various military di- 
visions, and the proclamation of the generals 
Co n— lading the Federal armies in the slave bor- 
der Slates, as so many cumulative proofs that the 
government of the United States has acted with- 
in the limits of the constitution, and evinced a 
disposition to respect the rights of the slave States 
iu the protection of their property. 

Resolved, That Congress having recognized the 
rights of slaveholders in the slave States, and 
having proposed, as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, that such rights 
should be placed beyond the power of federal 
legislation for all time to come, Kentucky cannot 
attribute to her sister States a design to hold out 
to bur such just and friendly recognition and ul- 
timate settlement of disputed points, while at the 
same time they were prepared to betray her most 
treacherously, and under pretext of crushing out 
this rebellion, destroy the value and impair the 
security of the most important species of proper- 
ty recognized under her State laws. 

Resolved, That we recognize the right of con- 
fiscation of the property of rebel 4 as a high na- 
tional prerogative, which the Pederal Government 
is justified in exercising under the careful res- 
traints of proper laws ; but that we deprecate the 
idea of exercising the right of confiscation against 
those who have committed no overt act of treason, 
no matter what opinions they may have formed 
or expressed upon the unhappy national contro- 
versy. 

Resolved, That the arming of slaves, whether 
captured when aiding their owners in acts of re- 
bellion or as fugitives from service, is an atrocity 
repugnant to the sentiments of Kentucky, and 
calculated to bring disgrace upon a war which 
should be waged only for the preservation of our 
national unity ; an act so atrocious would meet, 
in Kentucky, universal execration. 

Besolved, That we feel every confidence that 
the Government will prosecute the war with a 
view to uphold the Constitution, and without a 
design to destroy the rights of loyal citizens, or 
for the emancipation of slaves ; for the latter 
course would break down the Union, and Ken- 
tucky, loyal as she is, would recoil from that, as 
likely to involve all in a common ruin, and destroy 
her interests individually, as those of the disloyal 
States. 

Also reported a bill in relation to watch- 
men in the city of Louisville. Passed. 

Mr. TAYLOR moved the following reso- 
lution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military 
Affairs be required to enquire into the pro- 
priety of raising a military force, not exceed- 
ing 5,000 in number, of cavelrv or mounted 
riflemen, to be mustered into the service of 
the State of Kentucky, said force to be em- 
ployed in such exposed parts of the State as 
are not protected by the presence of the troops 
of the Federal Government. 

Arid then the House adjourned.

Report of the Secretary of War, Simon Cameron 
— His Views of the Negro Question — How He 
Would Employ the Slaves. 

We make the following extract from the 
late Report of the Secretary of War. It em. 
bodies his views upon the negro question: 

War, even between independent nations, is 
made to subdue the enemy, and all that bo- 
longs to that enemy, by occupying the hostile 
country, and exercising dominion over all the 
men and things within its territory. This 
being true in respect to independent nations 
at war with each other, it follows that rebels, 
who are laboring by force of arms to over- 
throw a government, justly bring upon them- 
selves all the consequences of war, and pro- 
voke the destruction merited by the worst of 
crimes. That government would be false to 
national trust, and would justly excite the 
ridicule of the civilized world, that would 
abstain from the use of any efficient means to 
preserve its own existence, or to overcome a 
rebellious and traitorous enemy, by sparing 
or protecting the property of those who are 
waging war against it. 

The principal wealth and power of the 
rebel States is a peculiar species of property, 
consisting of the service or labor of African 
slaves, or the descendants of Africans. This 
property has been variously estimated at the 
value of from §700,000,000 to 51,000,000,000. 

Why should this property be exempt from 
tho huzards and consequences of a rebellious 
war? 

It was the boast of the leader of the rebel- 
lion, while he yet had a seat in the Senate of the 
United States, that the Southern States would 
bo comparatively safe and free from the bur. 
dens of war, if it should be brought on by the 
contemplated rebellion, and that boast was ac- 
companied by the savage threat that "North- 
ern towns and cities would become tho vic- 
tims of rapine and military spoil," and that 
"Northern men should smell Southern gun- 
powder and feel Southern steel." No' one 
doubts the disposition of tho rebels to carry 
that throat into execution. The wealth of 
Northern towns and cities, the produce of 
Northern farms, Northern workshops and 
manufactories, would certainly be seized, de- 
stroyed, or appropriated as military spoil. 
No property in the North would be spared from 
the hands of the rebels, and their rapine 
would be defeuded under the laws of war. 
While the loyal States thus have all their 
property and possessions at stake, are the in- 
surgent rebels to carry on warfare against 
the government in peace and security to their 
own property? 

Reason und justice and self-preservation 
forbid that such should be. tho policy of this 
government, but demand, on the contrary, 
that, being forced by traitors and rebels to 
tho extremity of war, all the rights and pow- 
ers of war should be exercised to bring it to a 
spepdy end. 

Those who mako war against the Govern- 
ment justly forfeit all rights of property, 
privilege, or security derived from the Con- 
stitution and laws against which they are in 
armed rebellion; and as the labor and service 
of their slaves constitute the chief property of 
the rebels, such property should share the 
common fate of war to which they havo de- 
voted the property of loyal citizens. 

While it is plain that the slave property of 
the South is justly subjected to all tho conse- 
quences of this rebellious war, and that the 
Government would be untrue to its trust in 
not employing all the rights and powers of 
war to bring it to a speedy close, the details 
of the plan for doing so, like all other mili- 
tary measures, must, in a great degree, be left 
to be determined by particular exigencies. 
The disposition of other property belonging 
to the rebels that becomes subject to our arms 
is governed by the circumstances of the case. 
The Government has no power to hold slaves, 
none to restrain a slave of his liberty, or to 
exact his service. It has a right, however, to 
use the voluntary service of slaves liberated 
by war from their rebel masters like nnv 
other property of the rebels, in whatever 
mode may be most efficient for the defenso of 
the Government, the prosecution of the war, 
and the suppression of the rebellion. It is as 
clearly a right of tho Government to arm 
slaves, when it may become necessary, as it is 
to use gunpowder taken from tho enemy. 
Whether it is expedient to do so is purely a 
military question. The right is unquestion- 
able by tho laws of war. The expediency 
must be determined by circumstances, keep- 
ing in view the great object of overcoming 
tho rebels, re-establishing the laws, and re- 
storing peace to the nation. 

It is vain and idle for the Government to 
carry on this war, or hope to maintain its ex- 
istence against rebellious force, without cm- 
ploying all the rights and powers of war. As 
Las been said, the right to deprive the rebels 
of their property in slaves and slave labor is 
as clear and absolute as the right to take for- 
nge from tho field, or cotton from tho ware- 
house, or powder and arms from tho maga- 
zine. To leave tho enemy in the possession 
of such property as forage and cotton and 
military stores, and the means of constantly 
reproducing them, would bo madness. It is, 
therefore, equal madness to leave them in 
peaceful and secure possession of slave prop- 
erty, more valuable and efficient to them for 
war than forage, cotton, and military stores. 
Such policy would bo national suicide. What 
t > do with that species of property, is a ques- 
tion that time and circumstance will solve, 
and need not be anticipated further than to 
repeat that they cannot be held by the Gov- 
ment as slaves. It would be useless to keep 
them as prisoners of war; and self-preserva- 
tion, the highest duty of a government,' or of 
individuals, demands that they should lie dis- 
posed of or employed in tho most effective 
manner that will tend most speedily to sup- 
press tho insurrection and restore the authori- 
ty of the Government. If it shall be found 
that the men who have been held by the rebels 
as slaves are capable of bearing arms und per- 
forming efficient military service, it is the 
right, and may become the duty, of tho Gov- 
ernment to arm and equip them, and employ 
their services against the rebels, under prop- 
er military regulation, discipline, and com- 
mand. 

But, in whatever manner they may be used 
by the Government, it is plain that, once lib- 
erated by the rebellious act of their masters, 
they should never again bo restored to bond- 
age. By the master's treason and rebellion 
he forfeits all right to the labor and service of 
his slave; and the slave of the rebellious mas- 
ter, by his service to the Government, be- 
comes justly entitled to freedom and protec- 
tion. 

The disposition to be made of the slaves of 
rebels, after the close of the war, can be safe- 
ly left to the wisdom and patriotism of Con- 
gress. The representatives of the people will 
unquestionably secure to the loyal slavehold- 
ers every right to which they are entitled un- 
der the Constitution of the countrv.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, The following resolutions,'^ 

WbkBEAR, Kentucky hn> been invaded by 
the forces of the so-callod Confederate State?, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently pre.-oribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, tints 
insulting the dignity of the Stale by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. lie it resolved 6y the General Assembly 
of the Commwticealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must he expelled; inasmuch us there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility ofthe State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

it. Further resolved. That (ienoral Kobert 
Anderson, a native Ken tuck inn. who has been 
appointed to the command ofthe Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invgderK from our toil. 

3. Resolved, That in usihg the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families arc enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties nnd their property, 

■4. Kcsolved, That His Kxccllency, the Gov- 
ernor ofthe Commonwealth of Kentucky, he 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, ns itiny 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. lietoUcd, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly ofthe Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and arethere- 
forethc law ofthe land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoiningallofficers andciti- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, 1 have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call which the snid 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

■Whereas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly ofthe Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law ofthe land. 1 think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as I do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to tho end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. Tho said act 
of tho General Assembly is as follows : 

Resolutions providing for the peace and quiet of 
the eititene of this Commouieealth. 

'Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope that they mav not be involv- 
ed in tho unnatnral, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that tho people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will ns far us possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 
Iiesohcd by the General Assembly of the 
Commomrealth of Kentucky. That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amon<r-t themselves, 
on account of differences of j olitical opinions; 
that it is the duty of tho people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well as pence, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they mav differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed. persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Risphea, That we, the Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all the people of. the State 
of Kentucky."

An act to raise milliliter forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State, ana for other purposes. 
^ I. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
; Commoiiurcalth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 

■ the State ot Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed fo/ces, acting under the authority <>f the 

, so-called Confederate Slates ; therefori, for the 
' purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 

of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
| issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out n» 

less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 

■ citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to bemu-tered into the 
service of this Commonwealth lor any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor mora 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered intu service, unless sooner discharged. 

i) '2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed" by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command ol such volunteers. 

j3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned ollicers, musicians, and privates, » hose 
service may be tcnuered and accepted under the 
provisions ul this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional Distriit in which thty volunteer as the 
General iu the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised ami organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, he under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to he used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their ow n 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such pe 
sons shall receive five dollars per mouth of ext 
pay 

y b*. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, nut exceediug one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

y 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and |iermit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be connnissiored by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

y B. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, wheu tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadron", bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the electiou 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment sliail be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to sin h certificate. 

y I>. That the commanding General shall bo 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section ofthe 
:id article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, 1-t.ti ; nod he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 1 Oth, 11th, and 1— ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

y IU. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, antl division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank nnd grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

y 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the Gailenl As-emhly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now, 
therefore, 1, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers ami 
citizens of this State to render obedienco 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act.
